Improvement of 
Harbor Sought 
By Bond Issue
Broad Terms of Ordinance 

May Cover Development 
of Nigger Slough.'

The third public improvement 
bond Issue for the city of Los 
Angeles, within 60 days today 
had been authorized for sub­ 
mission to the voters, following 
favorable action by the city 
council on the proposed $7,780,- 
XX) harbor Improvement bond 
Issue. 

Two of these issues, the har­ 
bor and a proposed $12,000,000 
schoql district 'bqnd issue, rep­ 
resent 68 percent of the cost of 
projects of which the PWA, will 
pay 46 percent. Thus the two 
Issues, totaling approximately 
$20,000,000,' actually would rep­ 
resent nearly $40,000,000 In ̂  pub­ 
lic ' Improvements.   . 

The ordinance authorizing the 
harbor issues provide that the 
funds, If approved at the special 
election November 26, would be 
used for docks, wharves, ware­ 
houses, elevators, bunkers, stor­ 
age sheds, railroads and term­ 
inals, channels, slips, break­ 
waters and jetties and in /act 
Is so broad as to permit its use 
in developments now only con­ 
jectured, such as the deepening 
a.nd lengthening of Nigger 
Slough.

City Engineer 
Offers New Plan 
ForCabrillo
State Gasoline Tax Money 

May Be Used to Com­ 
plete Paving

Since the WPA project involv­ 
ing the . improvement of Ca- 
brillo avenue north of Carson 
street has not yet cleared the 
Los Angeles offices, City. En­ 
gineer Frank Leonard presented 
an alternative proposal to the 
city council which will' bring 
about ah early completion ol 
this long delayed Job. ,   

  Mr. Leonard suggested that 
since the city has been allo­ 
cated $3,665 in gasoline tax 
funds by the state department 
for use on the city streets, that 
the council authorize the use of 
this sum' in pavhig the 16-foot 
strip on the west: side of Ca- 
brllld in.. the business jdlstrlct. 
Supervisor John Quinn will be 
asked to , secure the appropria­ 
tion of $2,000 in county funds, 
but of the $5,000 which he 
pledged some tune ago, for the 
completion of the Cabrillo ave- 
n'ue-Eshelman project, 'and the 
city will, be called upon to pay 
the cost of supervising the 
work, estimated at $163, making 
a total of $5,818 to be spent 
for widening the pavement And 
constructing a curbing along, 
the P. E. right of .way as far 
south as Carson street. 

The proposal met. with the ap­ 
probation of council members, 
as it yoffers an immediate solu­ 
tion fltf the 'problem whichl has 
vexed the community for. so 
many, years. A .resolution was 
adopted 'authorizing the -filing: 
of this project .with the state 
department of public works. 

H, W. Roberts, Cabrillo aite- 
nue property owner, urged- the 
council to take up wfth the P;E. 
railway company at once, the 
matter of securing a 16-f60t 
right of "way south of Carson 
street, .so that this section of 
Jie avenue may be improved in 
the same manner that the 
northern section will be im­ 
proved.
